Youth and the Crime Wave 


The generation that is just too young to 
be in military service is presenting a serious 
menace to the nation. Boys and girls 
eighteen years of age and younger are 
becoming the principals in a mounting 
crime wave. In the last year juvenile delin- 
quency rose ten per cent in such cities as 
New York and Chicago, and in war-boom 
towns the increase was actually as much 
as one hundred per cent. Sizable sections 
in newspapars and national news maga- 
zines are given to stories about youth and 
crime. For instance, this item, one among 
four others just as harrowing, recently 
appeared; 

“Slick-haired, eighteen-year-old Amos 
Raymond Latshow coolly confessed the 
murder of five kinsfolk. When his father 
and stepmother fell to arguing, Amos 
shot and killed them both; then to cover 
up, killed his grandfather and grand- 
mother. His eight-year-old brother stood 
by, crying. ‘So I let him have it too.’” 

The condition of youthful lawlessness 
in the nation is taking on alarming propor- 
tions. Recently the chief county probation 
officer in Los Angeles made this disclosure: 

“Within two weeks, Juvenile Hall has 
held as many as 317 boys and girls in one 
day, and the hall’s school for juveniles, 
equipped to serve 200 students has had 
an average daily attendance of 260.” 

He pointed out that there is a steady 
increase in juvenile court cases involving 
boys under the age of sixteen and girls up 
to the age of eighteen. 

In the light of these facts, it is more 
imperative than ever that every child of 


God shall do his utmost for the winning 
of children to Christ. 


God Controls the Weather 


An inspiring story of the sea, telling 
how God answers prayer and preserves His 
own, is told in the Natal Mercury. 

A certain liner was one of a convoy 
detailed to carry a Canadian division 
across the Atlantic. The troops embarked 
with utmost secrecy. In some way, however, 
the Germans knew, and the evening before 
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sailing “Lord Haw-Haw” announced in 
English on the German radio that all was 
known. Even the ships’ names were given 
out and “Lord Haw-Haw” declared that 
not one vessel would reach its destination. 

In the crew of this liner was a Christian 
seaman who tells the story. “The news 
rather depressed some of the troops,” he 
states, “but personally I felt it a challenge 
from Satan, and going to my cabin I got 
on my knees before God and, like Heze- 
kiah of old, told God all about it. 

“The next day we started, and at noon 
a line of stately ships with troops sailed 
out of harbor. As we did so we left a 
sunlit port for as dense a fog as one could 
ever get at sea. 

“No vessel could see another, navigation 
was dangerous and difficult, and this 
caused some murmuring on board, but 
realizing the safety that the fog gave us 
from the enemy, I welcomed it and pointed 
out to others its protective value.” 

“The Germans had not made this threat 
of sinking us without meaning it.” the story 
goes on. “During the days and nights 
taken to cross the Atlantic, submarines 
were again and again reported. Evidently 
they had been waiting for us, and failed to 
find us in God’s fog. . . 

“For three days and nights the fog 
continued. Submarines were around us, 
and more than once we had orders to 
change our route on their account. . . 


“On the fourth day the weather cleared. 
More submarines were reported. . . 
As orders came through, the weather began 
to get thick. Thicker and thicker the fog 
grew. . . Forty miles beyond the danger 
spot it cleared altogether. . . 

“Last warning of danger—enemy planes 
170 miles to the west of us. I afterwards 
learned that they had been sent specially 
to find us. But they faile’ also, and that 
evening, as ‘Lord Haw-Haw’ announced 
that the Germans had carried out their 
threat and every ship in the convoy had 
been sunk, about 200 officers and men 
attended a voluntary thanksgiving service 
on board my ship, and together publicly 


thanked God for keeping them safe. 

“At 6 am. the convoy reached port 
without one casualty to man or vessel 
during the whole voyage!”

(Sermon given at St. Helena Camp 
Meeting, June 23, 1943.) 


We read in Matthew 13, verses 45 
and 46, these words: “Again the king- 
dom of heaven is like unto a merchant 
man, seeking goodly pearls: Who, when 
he had found one pearl of great price, 
went and sold all that he had, and bought 
it.” 

Some one has said that there are three 
sides to every question, your side, my 
side, and the right side. So with this 
glorious truth, there has been more than 
one way to interpret or present it. How- 
ever it may be that we can present the 
right side. Some see that the pearl of 
great price is Christ and His salvation. 
This intrepretation has never fully sat- 
isfied me. Salvation is a free gift of God, 
not to be purchased. 

We see the merchant man seeking. 
He found, sold all that he had, and 
bought it. Why? Because the pearl is a 
thing of great and rare beauty. Let us 
continue to present this truth as we see 
_ it. Let us turn to Psalm 45 and the 11th 
verse and we read, “so shall the King 
desire thy beauty.” Keep this thought 
and carry it in your minds as we en- 
deavor to present some natural truth of 
the pearl that can be spiritually applied 
to the church of Jesus Christ. 

We can see a great and precious truth 
in the unity of the pearl. The pearl is. 
the only gem whose unity cannot be 
broken without destroying it, thus mak- 
ing it a worthless thing, its beauty 
destroyed, and its usefulness gone. We 
can take a diamond and cut it in two. 
Its unity is broken but beauty or use- 
fulness is not destroyed. And what do 
we have? We have two diamonds. Take 
gold or silver cut it, divide it, and you 
still have a thing of beauty and useful- 
ness. But not so with a pearl. It may be 
worth a thousand dollars before its 
unity is broken, but after it is broken, 
it is worthless. 

We see in Ephesians 5 and the 3rd 
verse the admonition of Paul, “En- 
deavouring to keep the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace.” Weymouth 
puts it, “striving to maintain, in the 
uniting bond of peace the unity given by 
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SHELLEY, Secretary of the New England District. 


the Spirit.” As Christians this is the only 
thing we are to strive to do, “keep the 
unity of the Spirit.” We strive to do all 
else but this very thing. Here is where 
so many of God's dear children fail. Paul 
admonished the Corinthian church “that 
there should be no schism in the body.” 
How sad as we look about us and see the 
division among God’s people. All be- 
cause of the lack of unity their useful- 
ness is being destroyed. And does not 
the King desire thy beauty? But alas, it 
becames instead of a thing of beauty, a 
regrettable thing of fading and passing 
glory. 

In Galations 3 and 28 we read, “There 
is neither Jew nor Greek, there is neither 
bond nor free, there is neither male nor 
female: for ye are ALL ONE in Christ 
Jesus.” This blessed unity we must needs 
recognize and ever keep before us. Again 
in Ephesians 5:31 and 32 Paul states, 
“For this cause shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and be joined unto 
his wife, and they two shall be ONE 
flesh. This is a great mystery: but I speak 
concerning Christ and the church.” Paul 
is using the marriage relationship to set 
before us a greater and more profound 
truth; a supernatural relationship of 
Christ and His bride. 

Seeing that we are all accepted in the 
Beloved and our life is hid with Christ 
in God, we must strive to keep this 
blessed unity of the Spirit with all the 
saints; for “the King desires thy beauty.” 
This nearness to God, made possible 
through the shedding of His blood, thus 
unites us to God and one with another. 
He was wounded for us so as to make us 
a thing of great beauty. 

Though we are no longer two but 
one in Christ, it is so hard for us to see 
this and fully recognize our fellow- 
believer as accepted in the Beloved, and 
see Christ in him greater than all his 
weakness. Though united with Christ 
and made of “that one new man,” the 
self-life buried with Him, yet so often 
we see the weakness of our fellow- 
believer greater than Christ. But as we 
recognize Christ made sufficient for the 
believer, we see the natural man fade out 
of sight and as on the Mount, we see 


“Jesus only.” 1 Corinthians 12 and 12 
we read, “being many, are one body: so 
also is Christ.” We must refuse the 
natural man and not see what he would 
have us fasten our attention upon, but 
rather behold every member of the body, 
risen and seated with Him in the heaven- 
lies. Then we see a heavenly company, 
a thing of beauty. 

What exploits the church would 
know and enjoy if this blessed unity 
had been maintained down through the 
ages, but alas, we must confess and 
know defeat through the lack of unity. 


The pearl is the only gem created 
through suffering and it is the creation 
of a living creature. We know how a 
pearl is created; a foreign particle is em- 
bedded in the side of this living creature. 
How true is John 6 and 37, “All that 
the Father giveth me shall come to me; 
and him that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out.” It would be contrary to 
the oyster’s nature to cast out this offend- 
ing particle; and how true of a sinner. 
The poor offending sinner, whose very 
nature is contrary to the nature of Christ, 
is received, he is not cast out, for it would 
be against the nature of God to cast out 
the offending sinner who comes by faith 
to Christ. He was wounded for us, and 
from His bleeding side there flowed a 
healing stream and through His life He 
began to create a thing of beauty. We 
ask why? Because “the King desires thy 
beauty.” What does the offended little 
creature do with this offending particle? 
Immediately it begins to create a thing 
of beauty by covering it with one layer 
after another of mother-of-pearl until 
from the depths it is brought forth by the 
merchant man as the workmanship of 
another to be bought, worn, shown forth 
with great joy by the happy possessor. 
Great was His love to stoop and take us 
in and with all other saints begin to bring 
into being His new creation, a thing of 
beauty and splendor. 

Even we poor offending sinners 
wounded His side, and from Him flowed 
the healing, cleansing stream of His 
rishteousness, which became our cover- 
ing. Clothed in garments all glorious, 
carments whiter than the driven snow,

His spotless righteousness, He so freely 
supplies us with the riches of His grace 
until through faith we become an object 
of great beauty, His workmanship 
created in Christ Jesus. 


This beauty is not our own, even as 
the pearl’s beauty is not its own but is 
imparted. There is a lustre, a brilliancy 
that must be maintained through life. 
Since the pearl is the workmanship of a 
living creature and must have the life 
of its owner to keep the lustre and bril- 
liancy undimmed, we, who are bone of 
His bone and flesh of His flesh can only 
maintain the lustre and brilliancy of our 
experience through abiding in Him. 
Every happy possessor of a valuable 
string of pearls knows that they must be 
worn to keep their beauty. How radiant 
is the life of the saints as they abide in 
Him. We see in Exodus 28 how the 
shoulder pieces, stones of onyx, and of 
the same size, were to be worn on Aaron’s 
shoulders. The names of the tribes of 
Israel inscribed thereon, six on each 
stone. We believe this speaks of an 
equality of His saving grace in regen- 
eration. The shoulders speak of safety 
and strength of our Lord and to know 
that underneath are the everlasting arms. 

Then there is the breastplate and we 
find twelve stones, same size, although 
all are different, on it. This speaks, we 
believe, of dwelling near the heart of 
God. We see that all were set in gold and 
this speaks of glory. There is a progress 
in a separated life and no matter where 
we may find ourselves in Him there is a 
glory peculiar to each stage of our pro- 
gression in Him. These stones were all 
set by divine arrangement showing that 
all are on His shoulders of strength and 
on His heart of love and affection. But 
you will see that three stones were 
nearer to the heart of the priest than 
the others. I believe this tells us that to 
enter in to His affections is our choice 
and it is within our own will to be like 
John of old, resting on His bosom, near 
the heart of God. John’s place was not 
by divine arrangement but by his own 
choice. However the Lord will see to 
it that no man will take this place from 
you, as He commended Mary for choos- 
ing the better place. God has placed us 
on His Son’s shoulder and upon His 
breast; but it remains for us, by our own 
will, to enter into His life and dwell 


near the heart of God. But I find that 
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there is a deeper place in His very life 
for us to choose. We read in Philippians 
1 and 8, “For God is my record, how 
greatly I long after you all in the bowels 
of Jesus Christ.” 

When pearls begin to lose their lustre 
they must be worn to restore the lustre. 
I am told that a lady who inherited a few 
valuable pearls found it difficult to re- 
store their former beauty. She took them 
to a jeweler. He told her to feed them to 
a hen and thus have their brilliancy 
restored. 

Is it not true that there is a deeper 


place in the life of Christ? A deeper 
abiding place, “in the bowels of His 
compassion”? But so few of us choose 
this place, for it truly means a hidden life 
in Christ. Compassion is so badly needed 
by all the saints and so few willing to 
pay the price. Dwelling in the bowels 
of His compassion fully satisfies His 
heart of love. This abandoned life pro- 
duces death in us but life in others. 
This hidden prayer life of Paul caused 
the Philippians to see that. The self-life 
will be lost in the abundance of the life 
of Christ. Blessed be God forever more! 

Then again we see the lowly origin of 
the pearl. Not seen by the eye of man, 
it is formed slowly and gradually to be 
honored and exalted. We are saved for 
three reasons: First, that we should not 
perish. (John 3:16). Second, that we 
are His workmanship created in Christ 
Jesus (Eph. 2:10). Third, that in the 
ages to comes He might show the ex- 
ceeding riches of His grace in His kind- 
ness toward us in Christ Jesus (Eph. 
2:7). Here we see the church’s honor- 
able and exalted future. We are His 
workmanship being created into a glori- 
ous thing of eternal beauty. For the King 
desires thy beauty. I never pass a jewelry 
shop but that I stop and admire the rare 
beauty of the jewels. I like their beauti- 
ful setting, and so does our God, for we 
are seated in Christ Jesus. I remember 
being in Tiffany’s, the exclusive jewelry 
shop in New York, some years ago. 
While there I studied the craftsmanship 
of the jeweler. Who would ever imagine 
that one of ‘Tiffany’s salesmen would 
show a string of pearls to a prospective 
buyer on a piece of ordinary brown 
paper? No indeed! It would be no credit 
to the jeweler to do so. I found that 
pearls were not shown in the hand of the

pastors according to mine heart, which 
shall feed you with knowledge and un- 
derstanding.” 


Always speak well of your pastor for 
the church is judged by him. If you 
speak against him you speak against the 
church. We see the motto everywhere, 
“A slip of the lip may sink a battleship.” 
Ofttimes one idle word about the pastor 
is like a snowball rolling down a hill, the 
farther it goes the bigger it gets until 
it becomes uncontrollable. If you can’t 
say something good about him, don’t say 
anything. One man asked another, “Say, 
what do you think about Brother ——— 
————?” He thought for a moment and 
replied, “What I think won’t hurt him, 
but what I might say, will, so I don’t 
have anything to say.” 


There is a lack of reverence for the 
minister. Some will stoop low enough 
to say any kind of hurtful thing against 
_ him, and think that they can remove 
pastors from their churches at their will, 
failing to see that they are established by 
God. Ephesians 4:11 says that God 
gives pastors. Acts 20:28 says that the 
Holy Ghost has made them overseers. 
To touch one of these men is to touch 


the apple of God's eye. A woman said 


to me, “When we want to get rid of a. 


pastor we will do it if we have to starve 
him out.” It was my pleasure to rebuke 
her. Such statements are an abomin- 
ation to God. The ministry should be 
reverenced because of the high calling 
God has given. David refused to do Saul 
hurt though Saul had left God. He 
knew God had established Saul as king 
of Israel, and when he was to be re- 
moved God would remove him. A young 
woman said, “I don’t have to do what 
my pastor wants me to do.” I said, “Yes, 
you do, or you will backslide.” Heb- 
rews 13:17—“Obey them that have the 
rule over you, and submit yourselves: 
for they watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they may 
do it with joy, and not with grief: for 
that is unprofitable for you.” The pastor 
is responsible and must give account for 
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I have had only one pastor in my life 
and I have often said that I hope that 
when he goes before God to give account 
for me he can do it with joy. 


Many look upon the pastor as not 
good for anything. I heard of a man who 
had three sons. One day he said to his 
wife, “Let’s decide what we will make 
of our sons.” The eldest of the sons 
was very brilliant. After a little discus- 
sion they decided to make a lawyer of 
him. The middle son was large, strong, 
and of a nervy disposition. They wished 
to make an army ofhicer of him. The 
other son was a half-wit, with no intelli- 
gence. The father said, “Let’s make a 
preacher of him.” Is this your picture 
of a minister? I am a minister not by 
my choice, but God’s. Your pastor is not 
here for pastime, or because there is 
nothing else he can do, but because 
God has chosen him to be your pastor. 
An Alabama negro one hot day was 
chopping cotton. He stopped and wiped 
the perspiration from his face, and said, 
“The sun am too hot, and the hoe am 
too dull, and the ground am too hard; 
I think I am called to preach.” The min- 
istry is not a lazy man’s job. It is one of 
the greatest of all jobs. One of our 
pastors stayed all night by the bedside 
of one of his men who was about to die. 
He returned home at daybreak, and said 
to his wife, “I must have three hours’ 
rest, don’t let me be disturbed until nine 
o'clock.” About eight o’clock one of his 
deacons came to the door and asked for 
him. ‘The wife said, “He is asleep,” and 
before she could explain, he said, “That 
old lazy preacher.” Ezekiel 3:15 ‘says, 
“And I sat where they sat.” If your dea- 
cons and people could sit where the pas- 
tors sit for a while they probably would 
appreciate them more and would lift 
some of the burdens from them instead 
of loading more upon them. 


I have heard such empty remarks 
about a minister as, “He is our Sky Pi- 
lot.” A street corner conversation was 
overheard by one of our ministers, as a 
man was telling others that he was an- 


xiously awaiting for hunting season to 
open so he could try out his new gun. 
Another suggested that he try it out on 
some of these preachers around town. 
God deliver us from such loose talk and 
lack of respect for God’s man. All will 
need his ministry at some time. There 
is a saying, a man’s work is from sun to 
sun, but the woman’s work is never done. 
The same can be said of a pastor. As 
the mother carries the responsibility for 
the family, the pastor carries it for the 


church. 


Again, I have known of good pastors 
that have carried the responsibility of 
the church, and prayed months for a re- 
vival. Then, when the evangelist comes 
and reaps the harvest the pastor has 
prayed down, some shallow-thinking 
people brag on the evangelist and give 
him all the credit. Some have gone far 
enough to proselyte the evangelist over - 
the pastor. Pastors have been driven 
from their pulpits and evangelists have 
taken them. The whole set-up is out of 
the will of God. Then a little later they 
wonder why the Lord isn’t blessing. 
They need to call the old pastor back 
and apologize to him, and to tell the 
evangelist to go back on the field where 
he belongs. I tell you it is dangerous to 
meddle with God’s program and minis- 
ters. 


Another minister started a new work 
using his own money to help in getting 
started. For the first few years his in- 
come was small, but after the church 
grew and became able to pay the pastor 
well a few men wanted to keep him on 
a starvation salary. Was this right? No. 
It costs the pastor more to dress than the 
average man. It costs him more to keep 
his car going than the average man. He 
is entitled to as much as the average 
man. 


When a member of the church low- 
ers the standard of holiness the pastor is 
held responsible. One had trouble with 
another and got to believing he was a 
bad man. He said to me, “You put him 
out of the church, or I will quit.” This

STUDY XXXV 


OUR LORD’S LAST MESSAGE IN 
THE WRITTEN WORD 
Chapter 22 
The last book of the Bible is the 
complement of the first; the two should 
be studied together. The first three chap- 
ters of Genesis are not complete without 
the last three chapters of Revelation. 
God created man after all else had 
been created. Man when he came from 
the hands of his Creator was a perfect 
being, except in knowledge. He was 
perfect physically and spiritually. But 
he sinned, and was not allowed to re- 
main in the Paradise where God had 
put him. But after sin had come into 
the world God promised to send a Re- 
deemer. The first Messianic promise 
is found in Gen. 3:15. Someone has 
well said that this is “the promise out 

of which all other promises grow.” 

“When the fulness of the time was 
come” (Gal. 4:4), the promised Re- 
deemer was sent into the world; the 
penalty of man’s sin was paid by Christ 
upon the cross, and provision, having 
been previously made, was completed, 
whereby man can be saved from all 
sin, and from the effects of sin, and 
the Paradise lost through Adam can be 
restored through Christ. 

The dispensation in which we live 
is the dispensation of grace. It was pre- 
ceded by the dispensation of law. See 
John 1:17. It will be followed by the 
dispensation of judgment which is 
known as “the day of vengeance of our 
God” CIsa. 61:2). Read Luke 4:16-19 
and note the fact that our Lord in an- 
nouncing His text stopped at a comma 
for the reason that He was about to say, 
“This day is this scripture fulfilled in 
your ears,” and He could not have said 
that if He had read on to the end of 
the sentence. “The acceptable year of 
the Lord had come,” but “the day of 
vengeance of our God” had not yet 
come, and has not yet come; it is still 
future. It will follow this dispensa- 
tion; and it, in turn, will be followed 
by the kingdom dispensation which we 
commonly speak of as the millennium. 
All opposition to the divine rule will 
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be put down during the kingdom age 
(1 Cor. 15:24, 25), and then, after the 
earth shall have had its baptism in fire 
(2 Peter 3:7), and the “new heaven 
and the new earth” shall have come 
into existence, the ages of the ages, or, 
the dispensation of glory, will begin. 
This dispensation of glory will last 
forever. 
I. Paradise Restored 

Verses 1-5. Let us not quarrel with 
those who think this is a picture of 
heaven; it is a picture of heaven, but 
of heaven upon earth. The time will 
come when the new Jerusalem will des- 
cend, and God will tabernacle with 
men here upon earth; He will be upon 
terms of intimacy with all mankind up- 
on this planet as He was with Adam and 
Eve before they fell at the beginning. 

The word rendered “street” in verse 
two is plateias; it means broad, and it 
comes from the root from which we get 
our word “plaza.” Rotherham renders 
it “broadway” but in the Con. Ver. it is 
more literally rendered “square.” Almost 
all modern translators have followed the 
punctuation of the R. V., which appears 
to be more correct. I transcribe here the 
rendering of Dr. Goodspeed, “Then he 
showed me a river of living water, clear 
as crystal, which issued from the throne 
of God and of the Lamb, and ran 
through the middle of the principal 
street of the city. On both sides of the 
river grew the tree of life. It bore twelve 
kinds of fruit, yielding a different kind 
each month, and its leaves were a cure 
for the heathen.” 

Notice seven things: 

1. The river of life. Compare with 
the river Ezekiel saw (Ezek. 47:12). 

2. The tree of life. Compare with 
chapter 2:7. 

3. No more curse. 

4. The throne of God and of the 
Lamb shall be in it, and His servants 
shall serve Him. 

5. They shall see His face, and His 
name shall be in their foreheads. 

6. No night there, and there will be 
no need of the light of the sun nor of 
any artificial light, for the Lord God 
will give light. God is not dependent 


upon the solar luminary for light; it 
was He who put light in the sun. We 
see in studying the creative work of God 
in Genesis that light appeared before 
the sun appeared. There can be no dark- 
ness where God is, for “God is light” 
Cl: Johns Teas: 

7. They shall reign forever and ever, 
or, as Rotherham renders it, “unto the — 
ages of ages,” i.e., eternally. 

II. The Testimony of the Angel 

Verse 6. Instead of “the Lord God 
of the holy prophets” we read in the 
R. V., “the Lord, the God of the spirits 
of the prophets,” and with this render- 
ing both Rotherham and Worrell are 
in agreement. The Con. Ver. likewise. 
By “the spirits of the prophets” I un- 
derstand the spiritual gifts of the pro- 
phets. Compare 1 Cor. 14:32 where un- 
doubtedly by “the spirit of the pro 
phets” we are to understand the spir- 
itual gifts of the prophets, for that is 
the subject that is there under discussion. © 

Three times in this book -do we read 
that these things “are faithful and true.” 
Three is a divine number; it is the 
number of the Trinity. The assertion 
that “these sayings are faithful and true” 
is therefore associated with God. There 
can be no doubt whatsoever concern- 
ing the fulfillment of all that is writ- 
ten here. And these things “must short- 
ly be done” (1:1). 

Ill. The Testimony and Beniction of the 
Lord Himself 


Verse 7. This is the seventh verse of 
the last chapter of this marvelous book, 
and it is interesting to compare it with 
the seventh verse of the first chapter, 
where we read, “Behold, He cometh 
with clouds, and every eye shall see 
Him,” etc. In the first chapter a bless- 
ing is pronounced upon the reader of 
Revelation, upon the hearers, and upon 
those who keep the saying of the book, 
and here we read, “Blessed is he that 
keepeth the sayings of the prophecy of 
this book.” 

IV. John’s Disposition To Worship The 
Angel and The Angel’s Restraining Words. 

Verses 8, 9. Compare with 19:10. 
Notice that the angel*identifies himself 
as a “fellowservant, and of thy brethren

Ministers are, of 
course, exempt from the withholding 
tax. However, they do have to make out 
a supplementary report of 1943 taxes, 
on or before September 15, and pay the 
first half of 1943 estimated tax at that 
time. Seventy-five per cent of the 1942 
taxes are cancelled; the other 25 per 
cent is payable, one half in March, 1944, 
and one half in March, 1945. The in- 
come tax paid this year on the 1942 
tax will go to pay for your 1943 tax.

When the time for election comes or 
when the occasion arrives for the sel- 
ection of a young people’s speaker in 
your local group, the thought arises, who 
has the ability or necessary talent to take 
care of these matters. One thinks a lot 
about natural ability and on occasions 
we feel that we have been left without 
any material for a successful young 
people’s group. 

The great men of the Bible have not 
all been educated men. Poor, ragged, un- 
educated Peter would be one of the 
most unlikely candidates possible to 
set Palestine ablaze with a new fire. This 
is the very one God used. There is one 
ability we all have and if used properly 
will give us possession of many spiritual 
abilities so that there need not be a 
famine for material in our local groups, 
and that is the ability to yield to the in- 
fluences of he Holy Spirit. 

The apostolic life abounds in sug- 
gestions of power. There is a force which 
gives impetus to everything they do. The 


life is filled with “go” and “drive” and 


strength. The life abounds with efficien-

cy and is profoundly effective. “Ye shall 
receive power when the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you, and that power affected 
every exercise of the apostle’s life. 


Natural ability is fine, but I believe far 
more important is the possession of 
spiritual abilities. ‘The scripture also con- 
vinces me that every one having had the 
Pentecostal experience, has possession 
of these abilities. Which can be used for 
the glory of God. Briefly, let us consider 
three spiritual abilities that will make 
our C. A. groups a success. 


One of the foremost spiritual abilities 
that distinguished the Apostles was the 
Holy Spirit-empowered relationship they 
had with God. When our faith in God 
is limp and uncertain everything lacks 
assurance. To be rich in faith is to pos- 
sess an attitude or poise of soul which 
rests in the love of God in sunshine or 
storm and through every changing as- 
pect of our lives. This faith and trust 
in God “came upon them” as a creation 


of the Holy Ghost. 

The apostolic life was empowered in 
its resistance of Satan. This ability is not 
a natural ability. It must be an endow- 
ment of the Holy Spirit. There are two 


phrases used by the Apostle Paul, in 
which this ability is described, “able to 
resist the wiles,” “able to quench the 
darts.” He draws near to us in “wiles,” 
he dresses himself in all kind of guises, 
and masquerades as an angel of light. 
He does his utmost to make the broad 
way fascinating while the narrow way 
seems repulsive. The entrance to the 
broad way is marked with a glittering 
crown, while a heavy cross of sin and 
shame is hidden not far away. The en- 
trance of the narrow way is marked by a 
cross, but the crown of life is not far 
away. 


This wily antagonist through all the 
generations has endeavored to ensnare 
the children of God. He deceives us into 
thinking we are striding out into glorious 
liberty while all the while he has en- 
snared us in poverty and servitude. A 
distinction that marked the great apostles 
was the power to resist the wiles and in- 
sidiousness of the foe. This strength that 
kept the soul awake and on guard was 
part of the equipment given by the Holy 
Ghost. 


Another ability is expressed in the 
phrase, “able to quench the darts of the

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evil one.” A spark from a passing loco- 
motive can kindle a fire which can de- 
stroy a countryside; and the spark of an 
infernal suggestion can convert the soul 
of the unwary into a blaze of unclean 
fire. Now, these early apostles had power 
to quench these darts. It is the ministry 
of the Holy Spirit to equip us with the 
spiritual ability to be kept cool in dis- 
position so that the fiery darts of the evil 
one may soon burn out. 

Another great ability described in the 
New ‘Testament, given to those who are 
in communion with the Holy Ghost, is 
that power in their relationship to others 
—“with great power gave the apostles 
witness.” They had the power in the 
early church to arrest the indifferent by 
the proclamation of THE WORD. It 
seems their words were so weighted that 
they crashed through all opposition. 
How empty our words can be! The story 
is told of a certain great power that sold 
empty cartridges to wild tribes in one of 
their provinces. Then upon slight pro- 
vocation made war with them. The out- 
come is readily visualized. We indulge 
in empty words, and the enemy of the 
souls of men sits on the side lines and 
laughs at our powerlessness. But when 
there is life in the Word, how tremen- 
dous is its passage! “The words that I 
speak unto you, they are spirit and they 
are life.” They are not blank cartridges; 
they go forth like living ministers en- 
dowed with the force, power, and life 
of God. As we are filled with the Spirit 
and make Him our partner, we find our 
speech is blessed and our words are made 
the very vehicles of heavenly power and 
grace. 


These are but a small handful of the 
abilities mentioned in the Word of God 
distinguishing those who are filled with 
the Holy Ghost. Young people, let’s not 


lag behind because we feel we lack the 
necessary equipment to forge ahead. 
Spiritual power, as given to us by God 
through the Baptism in the Holy Ghost, 
is a fundamental dynamic, and in it 
every exercise for God finds strength. 
If we are to use and possess these abili- 
ties, we must seek communion with God. 
This is the fellowship in which vision is 
born, and ideals are realized, and in 
which the soul is adorned with the grace 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.

Game No. 6 for Your Bible 
Game Book 


The name of this game is Who Are 
We Traveling With? 

This is an outdoor game, and the 
best place to play it is in the country 
or park. 

The group is divided into sides, “The 
Leaders” and “The Followers.” The lead- 
ers choose a character from the Bible 
as their traveling companion; this of 
course is kept a secret from the follow- 
ers: 

After the character is selected; the 
leaders choose 5 or 6 important inci- 
dents in the life of their traveling com- 
panion. For each of these incidents they 
select objects to use for clues on their 
journey. 

Let’s take a Bible character for ex- 


ample. We will choose Elijah for our 
traveling companion. ‘The five incidents 
of his life will be: 1) He was fed by 
the ravens. Let’s use a slice of bread 
and some water for a clue, or maybe 
a picture of a raven. 2) He was fed by 
the poor widow. For this, let’s use a 
little flour, and a little oil, and maybe 
two sticks to represent the ones the 
widow was gathering when Elijah found 
her. 3) Elijah’s altar on Mt. Carmel to 
prove to the people that God was true. 
For this clue, let’s pile up a few stones 
for an altar, dig a trench about it, and 
dampen it with some water. 4)Elisha 
joins Elijah. Let’s just write a note 
for the clue this time: “Here I found a 
follower. He was working for his father. 
Now he is working for God and me.” 

5) Elijah taken up to heaven in a 
chariot of fire. We will use a scarf for 
Elijah’s mantel and a note saying, “My 
journey on earth ends here.” 

The leaders with the clues and a 
few slips of paper and a pencil or crayon, 
start from a given place known as “The 
Starting Point.” They must leave a 
note of instruction or introduction at 
this point, at least an arrow pointing 
in the general direction they are going. 
As the leaders journey they continue 
to place arrows occasionally so that the 
followers can follow without too much 
difficulty. 

Every so far the leaders place a clue, 
perhaps under a tree, on a rock or post, 
or under a bridge. The clue must never 
be hidden. 

The complete journey may be a dis- 
tance of one-half or three-quarters of 
a mile or even more if time permits. 

The followers do not start on the 
trail for at least twenty-minutes after 
the leaders have gone. The followers 
must not be in a position to watch the 
leaders at any time. 

The followers must stay together, and 
must not leave a place where a clue has 
been located until they have given 
the clue and its position full considera- 
tion. When they have they may pick 
up the clue and continue their journey. 

Back at the starting point, the lead- 
ers wait for the followers to answer the 
question, “WHO WAS OUR TRAV- 
ELING COMPANION?” If the fol- 
lowers can answer correctly, they win, 
and are permitted to be the leaders for 
the next game.

the prophets, and of them which keep 
the sayings of this book.” Evidently this 
angel was one who had once been in 
the flesh upon earth, but was now num- 
bered among “the spirits of just men 
made perfect.” He may have been one 
of the Old Testament saints, possibly 
Moses or Elijah, both of whom ap- 
peared to our Lord at the time of His 
transfiguration. But it is useless to specu- 
late. 


Strange that those who worship saints 
are so blinded that they cannot see that 
such worship is here distinctly forbidden. 
The command here is to “worship God,” 
and God only. 
V. The Command To Seal Not the Saying: 

Of The Prophecy of This Book. 

Verses 10, 11. Daniel was commanded 
to “shut up the words, and seal the book, 
even to the time of the end” (Dan. 12: 
4). The command was given at that 
time for the reason that a whole dis- 
pensation was to intervene between the 
dispensation in which he lived, the dis- 
pensation of law, and the dispensation 
at the time of the end in which the 
things that had been revealed unto him 
were to take place. Between that dis- 
pensation and the dispensation of judg- 
ment at the time of the end was to 
intervene the dispensation of grace in 
which we are now living. But at the 
time the revelation was made to John, 
the dispensation of law had come to an 
end, the dispensation of grace had begun 
and the next dispensation was to be 
the dispensation of judgment. So, al- 
though nearly two thousand years have 
come and gone since John wrote were “at 
hand,” the very next dispensation being 
that in which they were to take place. 

The eleventh verse may mean that 
even though he who is unjust may be 
unjust still, etc., the time for the fulfill- 
ment of the prophecy will surely come, 
and when the time shall have come nei- 
ther the righteousness of the righteous 
nor the unrighteousness of the unright- 
eous will prevent or delay the carrying 
out of the divine plan. Or it may mean 
that when the time shall have come and 
gone, when all these prophecies shall 
have been fulfilled, and the eternal state 
shall have been entered upon, it will be 
impossible for the character of any indi- 
vidual to be altered. The moral character 
of every individual in that day will have 
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been eternally fixed. Today the evil 
doer can turn from his evil doings, and 
be transformed by God's transforming 
grace, but not then; it will be too late. 

It is interesting to compare what is 
here written with what we read in Dan. 
12:8-10. 

VI. Our Lord’s Final Words And His 
Signature, Twice Affixed, Stamping The 
Entire Document With His Divine Approval. 

Verses 12-19. Mark the rendering of 

verse 14 in the R. V., “Blessed are they 
that wash their robes, that they may 
have right to come to the tree of life, 
and may enter in by the gates into the 
city.” . 
The first two “comes” in verse 17 are 
to be regarded as being addressed to the 
Lord Jesus, and as being an appeal to 
Him to come in accordance with His 
promise, “Behold, I come quickly; and 
my reward is with me.” The third is an 
invitation to the thirsty to come; and 
mark the fact that it is not enough that 
the thirsty come; having come they must 
drink. The word rendered “freely” is 
dorean and it means gratuitously, and 
in the Con. Ver. is so rendered. Moffatt 
renders it “without price,” and Wey- 
mouth “without payment.” Read _ Isa. 
Spy ee 

The signature, twice affixed, can be 
found in verses 13 and 16. In the first 
our Lord calls Himself “Alpha and 
Omega, the Beginning and the End, the 
First and the Last,” and in the second 
He identifies Himself as “the Root and 
the Offspring of David, the Bright and 
Morning Star.” A writer, commenting 
on this verse has well written, “The night 
is darkest just before the dawn. His 
earthly people will long for the Morning 
Star to herald the approach of day. 
Then He, from Whom David sprang 
and Who descended from David, will 
fulfill all the promises which God made 
to Him 

Mark the solemn warning of verse 18. 
It would seem that no scribe would have 
dared to fail to transcribe accurately the 
orignal text of this passage in particular. 
But in our three oldest and most accurate 
manuscripts we find seven variant read- 
ings. One has well said that this “is one 
of the saddest commentaries on the frail- 
ty of mankind.” The same writer adds, 
“Surely no transcriber would dare to 
add or subtract a single letter! Yet there 
is not only one transposition, but four 
additions and three omissions in a pas- 


sage fearfully denouncing such a prac- 
tice!” May not God have permitted this 
lamentable failure on the part of the 
scribes in order that it might be a warn- 
ing to us? 

VII. The Writer’s Concluding Words 

And Benediction 

Verses 20, 21. The Lord Himself has 
borne testimony to “these things,” and 
He it is who says, “Surely I come 
quickly.” Both Moffatt and Goodspeed 
render it, “I am coming very soon.” 
There is a question, however, as to 
whether the Greek means “very soon,” or 
“very suddenly,” or, as is the rendering 
in Con. Ver., “swiftly.” The Word of 
God teaches us that the Lord’s coming, 
in each of these senses, is true:our Lord 
will come soon, and He will come sud- 
denly. Yes, and swiftly. Can we say 
what John said, and what he undoubted- 
ly intended the church should say, and 
continue to say until the day of the Lord’s 
appearing, “Amen! Even, so, come, Lord 
Jesus’? 

The coming of the Lord will be the 
solution of all the world’s problems. 
Those problems will never be solved 
until He comes. Until then there will 
be “wars and rumors of wars;” there will 
be confusion and chaos; there will be 
peril and perplexity; there will be athe- 
ism and apostasy; there will be trouble 
and tribulation. But when Christ shall 
come the kingdom age will begin. Peace 
will prevail. Swords will be beaten into 
ploughshares, and spears into pruning 
hooks; the nations will learn war no 
more. Righteousness will be dominant 
in the earth for a period of a thousand 
years. Poverty will be abolished. That 
golden age to which humanity has been 
looking forward will then dawn. Men 
will wonder as they look back to the 
days in which we live how mankind 
could ever have been so foolish as to 
spend their time and devote their en- 
ergies to the awful task of destroying 
one another and producing distress and 
suffering among the nations. The cry 
of the church and of the whole creation 
is for Christ to come. Come, Lord Je- 
sus! Come quickly! 

“Come, then, and added to Thy many

Receive yet one, the crown of all the 

earth, 

Thou alone art worthy! It was Thine

It is hard to please 
all. We ought to be Christians enough 
to fit into the church program.

He gives all 
his time to it. Certainly there is not a 
man in the church that gives most of 
his time to secular work that is as able 
to run it as the pastor.

Secert Sighter 

Formerly a closely guarded war secret, 
information on the Sperry Automatic 
Computing Sight which packs a punch 
into the power turret guns of Flying 
Fortresses, was officially made public. 
The computing sight automatically fig- 
ures gravity fall of a bullet, wind de- 
flection, and the amount of “lead” nec- 
essary to hit a swiftly moving target. 
Sighting an enemy plane, the gunner 
identifies the type and, knowing its 
wingspread, dials to a corresponding 
number. Thereafter he has only to keep 
the enemy craft centered in his sight 
by manipulating turret controls and a 
sighting treadle. The computing mecha- 
nism does the rest. 


Synthetic Meat 

Synthetic meat, made from yeast, wa- 
ter, molasses, and costing about one fifth 
the price of natural beef steak, is in pro- 
duction in St. Louis. 

The synthetic product, it was said, 
will all but fool the most critical palates. 

The process was developed by Dr. 
Carl C. Lindegren of Washington Uni- 
versity and works this way: 

One hundred twenty-five pounds of 
yeast is planted in a 1,000 cubic foot 
vat containing 7,000 gallons of water, 
a ton and a half of molasses to feed the 
yeast and ammonia to convert the yeast 
into protein. One thousand cubic feet 
of air a minute is stirred into the mix- 
ture and 12 hours later the “meat” is 
ready—a full ton of it. 

Thousands of pounds of the meat 
already has been purchased by army and 
navy authorities and lend-lease agencies, 
it was learned. 


Praying General 


It is good to read in News Week, of 
the deep-seated piety of General Doug- 
las MacArthur. “His faith is lifelong,” 
says this paper, “as his avowed habit of 
reading a chapter of the Bible every 
night, no matter how long his day has 
been.” ¥ 

“He has encouraged the local (Aus- 
tralian) branch of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society in its distribution of 
Bibles to troops, and his statements in 
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favor of the observance of Sunday have 
been used by strict Sabbatarians here 
who oppose the opening of movies on 
Sunday for the troops——although that 
was certainly not his intention. If he 
has his way his son will follow in his 
footsteps. He hopes young Arthur will 
remember him not as going to battle 
but leading the family prayer.” 


Christians in Japan

I am sure that there are those 
loyal Japanese churchmen who are doing 
their best to sustain and maintain their 
faith in God even now,” said Joseph 
Clark Grew, former American ambassa- 
dor to Japan, recently. “I need not re- 
mind you that it was not the Christians 
of Japan who brought on this terrible 
war, but the military leaders who pro- 
fess faith only in themselves and their 
military schemes. I hope and pray that 
most of the Christian churches of Japan 
are open even now, and the latest avail- 
able reports from church leaders there 
indicate this is the case. When the war 
is over and military clique no longer 
is in power, it is my conviction that a 
great opportunity will again be offered 
the churches.” 


Gasoline for Bombers 


Perhaps these figures will aid the 
average American to understand the 
gasoline situation better. 

Every day the 12th Air Force, Major 
General James Doolittle’s fliers opera- 
ting over the Mediterranean, consume 
1,100,000 gallons of high octane gaso- 
line. 

In 15 days the airmen use 16,500,- 
000 gallons or 1,550,000 more than the 
monthly ration of gasoline for the At- 
lantic Seaboard. 

A round trip flight of 300 Liberator 
bombers from a British base to Berlin 
would require 525,000 gallons of fuel, 
about equal to the daily demand in a 
city the size of Baltimore. And this is 
only one of many fronts. We can readily 
see that mechanized war drinks up a 
river of fuel. 


Hamburg Raid Cost 74 Million 

Evidence of economical employment 
of air power is revealed by the Royal 
Air Force assault on Hamburg in which 
Germany’s second city has been wrecked 
at a cost of 88 bombers and between 
600 and 700 men.
